REDUCTION 

The provincial government has se- 
ceived revenue in the. ‘past financial 
year amounting to nearly $12,000,000 
and it has spent-all it received except 
$17,800. 

Unlike the Premiers of British Col- 
umbia, Saskatchewan and’ Manitoba, 
the Premier of Alberta is not able 
to make reductions in taxations out 
of savings; he, instead—alone of the 
Western Prime Ministers—is talking 
of increasing, instead of \decreasing 
taxation. 

The people of Alberta will have ob- 
“|served that $4,236,000 has been spent 
in the past year. on public debt 
charges. This, surely, is an argument 
for reduction of the public debt. But 
the government of Alberta is not 
doing what Ontario and Saskatche- 
wan are doing, that is, working on a 
soundly-planned , policy of reducing 
the public debt.’ , 

Mr. Brownlee and _ his , associates 
can not be very proud of the financial 
showing that they are making. It 
does not compare well with what. is 
announced at the other provincial 
capitals of Canada. ‘Vhe government is 
Setting a large revenue; .it is, spend- 
ing it all; therefore it can’ not reduce 
taxes and it igs not doing a. thing 
about reducing the provincial debt on 
a set plan over a period of years. 

Apparently all that the people of 
Alberta can expect from the present 
government is to be compelled to go 
on paying increasingly large yearly 
amounts by way of taxation with no 
prospect of relief—Calgary Herald.

GIVES US A WALLOP 


(From January Edition of “Lhe West 
ern Retailer) 

Winnipeg played host last week to 
a party cf Misnesota Editors, one of 
whom upon to his return this © home 
town had tht following remarks to 
make in his paper:— , ; 

‘On Saturday morning the party 
was taken through a big department 
al stor® and mail order house. 

‘This is an immense insitutation but 
it had been built up at the expense of 
the rural conimunities. While Minn- 
esota has hundreds of thriving villages 


with fine schools, good churches. and 
plenty of amusement centres, you 
tind mostly sidings in that part ol 
Canada we ‘have just seen. People 


who trade at home build up a home 
market instead of building up a great 
industrail centers here and. there, 

‘When, Mayor Webb was deploring 
the fact that Manitoba did not have 
the population it should have, the re- 
ason Was very plain to be seen. Can- 
ada has been losing population, no 
‘doubt, because community life has 
not developed. It is thriving villages 
that form community centers and ma- 
ke the people more contented to re- 
main on the farms, Villages are the 
community but villages can- 
not exist where establishments like 
these’ large mail order houses are 
pulling money to the cities. Villages 
from 400 to 2,000 population ‘use up 
considerable food in a year and create 
a home market for a part,.at least, of 
the home product. Besides they make 
possible good schools, churches 
enlarge social life. 

‘If Canada is to develop, she must 
develop her villages, have her local 
newspapers and good home _ stores, 
and then they can afford good schools 
churches and entertainment: centers. 

‘Railroad sidings will not build up 
an agricultural» community.”
